Articles To Be Acted Upon 


1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for 
the ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To choose, Agents, Auditors and Committees, 
in relation to any subject embraced in this Warrant. 


6. To see if the District will vote to make any al- 
teration in the amount of money required to be as- 
sessed for the ensuing year for the support of public 
schools and the statutory obligations of the district, 
as determined by the School Board in its annual report. 


7. To see if the District will vote to adopt medi- 
cal inspection for the schools and to raise and appro- 
priate money therefor. 


8. To see if the District will vote to build a high 
school building and equip it, or provide in any other 
way for housing and equipment of the high school 
and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


9. To see if the District will vote to ratify and 
approve the application for a loan and/or grant from 
the United States, under the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act, of not exceeding $23,000.00, such loan 
and/or grant, if obtained, to be applied to constructing 
a high school building and equipping the same. 


10. To see if the District will authorize the issue 
and sale to the United States or any other purchaser 
or purchasers of not exceeding $23,000.00 of bonds of 
the School District, said bonds to be issued in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 59, of the Public 


mee 
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Laws of 1926, as amended to bear interest at not ex- 
ceeding 6% per annum payable semi-annually, the date 
of issue, the time and place of payment of principal 
and interest, the fixing of the rate of interest, the pro- 
vision for the sale of said bonds and other matter in 
relation thereto to be left to the discretion of the School 
Board. 


11. To see if the District will vote to authorize, 
ratify or approve any and all contracts or agreements 
in connection with any loan and/or grant, the applica- 
tion for which is ratified and approved at the meeting. 


12. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to execute and deliver, in the name and 
behalf of the District, all contracts and agreements, 
and to take all action necessary or incidental to obtain- 
ing the loan and/or grant, the application for which is 
ratified and approved at the meeting and/or to issuing 
and selling the bonds authorized at the meeting. 


13. To see if the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money not exceeding $150.00 to 
replace cash and other property belonging to school 
organizations and lost in the fire. 


14. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before the meeting.
